Every  public  issue  has  more  than  two  sides.  And  somewhere  among  the  many  shades 
of  opinion  is  to  be  found  an  approach  that  represents  the  best  possible  solution.  Sound 
public  policy  can  be  developed  only  when  we  have  the  freedom  to  hear  all  these  ideas 
presented  in  the  presence  of  their  opposing  ideas.  Only  in  this  way  are  issues  sharpened, 
weaknesses  revealed,  propaganda  exposed. 

KPFA  is  endeavoring  to  make  just  this  type  of  approach  to  public  affairs.  Through 
the  use  of  differing  program  formats,  by  raising  the  "embarrassing"  issues,  by  enlisting 
the  cooperation  of  able  speakers  of  all  shades  of  opinion,  and,  above  all,  by  giving  public 
affairs  favorable  listening  hours— by  all  these  means,  KPFA  is  endeavoring  to  become 
the  source  of  the  area's  most  continuous  and  incisive  examination  of  public  affairs. 

Given  intelligent  and  imaginative  direction,  radio  can  become  the  modern  equiva- 
lent of  the  old  town  meeting.  It  must  do  this,  in  fact,  if  it  is  to  make  its  contribution 
to  the  democratic  process.  KPFA  is  dedicated  to  making  the  maximum  contribution 
possible  in  this  respect.  It  will  do  so  by  helping  its  listeners  probe  to  the  roots  of  all 
the  great  issues  of  our  time. 

By  means  of  the  Commentators'  Series  and  the  Commentators'  Panel,  KPFA  is  pre- 
senting a  balance  in  news  analysis.  On  the  Wednesday  Challenge  Table,  an  opportunity 
is  given  a  well-known  person  to  answer  the  most  pointed  questions  in  defense  of  his  ap- 
proach to  the  news.  This  series  has  included  Vernon  Nash,  Vice-President  of  United 
World  Federalists;  O.  John  Rogge,  prominent  supporter  of  Henry  Wallace's  Progressive 
Party;  and  two  spokesmen  for  the  Key  System  Transit  Lines. 

The  Thursday  evening  Critics'  Circle  has  discussed  American  cultural  myths  and 
prominent  currents  of  thought  in  the  fields  of  politics,  the  arts  and  economics.  With 
both  wit  and  penetration,  the  critics  have  examined  such  topics  as  Love  in  America, 
Horatio  Alger,  Al  Capp  and  the  Shmoo,  and  Toynbee's  History.  Participants  have  been 
drawn  from  the  fields  of  psychiatry,  literature,  history,  sociology,  business  and  public 
relations.

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•  It  was  begun  as  a  project  in  early  1946  and 
was  planned  for  almost  three  years  before 
the  present  broadcasting  activities  started 
on  April  15,  1949. 

i  It  is  owned  by  a  non-profit  membership 
corporation  (Pacifica  Foundation),  whose 
members  and  officers  are  the  persons  ac- 
tually operating  KPFA. 

'  Its  construction  and  reserve  operating  cap- 
ital were  derived  wholly  from  voluntary 
contributions  by  scores  of  individuals  in 
the  San  Francisco  area  and  throughout  the 
United  States.  It  has  no  capital  stock  and 
issues  no  securities. 

'  Its  purposes,  as  set  forth  in  the  corporate 
charter  of  Pacifica  Foundation,  are:  "to 
promote  and  aid  .  .  .  creative  activities 
which  will  serve  the  cultural  welfare  of  the 
community"  —  "to  .  .  .  contribute  to  a 
lasting  understanding  between  nations  and 


between  the  individuals  of  all  nations,  races, 
creeds  and  colors"  —  "to  promote  the  full 
distribution  of  public  information." 

-  It  uses  no  commercial  advertising.  It  is  the 
first  radio  station  in  America  to  base  its 
operation  on  "listener  sponsorship,"— the 
subscriptions  of  listeners  at  $10  per  year  or 
$5  for  six  months. 

•  Almost  50%  of  its  programs  are  "live"— 
produced  in  and  broadcast  directly  from  its 
studios.  It  broadcasts  more  "live"  local  pro- 
grams than  any  station  in  Northern  Cali- 
fornia, AM  or  FM. 

-  Its  total  potential  audience  at  present  is 
more  than  250,000,  and  this  number  in- 
creases at  approximately  6,000  per  month. 

•  It  is  an  "interim"  station  because  its  oper- 
ating power  will  be  increased,  greatly  en- 
larging the  area  of  its  primary  signal  de- 
livery.

Saturday's  KPFA  Roundtable  has  discussed 
state,  local  and  national  issues  at  a  level  com- 
parable with  the  best  network  discussion  pro- 
grams. The  Health  Insurance  forum  included 
Emily  Huntington  of  the  Heller  Committee; 
Dr.  James  Neil  of  the  Alameda  Co.  Medical 
Assn.;  J.  P.  Nelson,  No.  Calif.  Director  of 
Blue  Cross;  and  Dr.  Rodney  YouelJ,  San 
Francisco  surgeon.  A  roundtable  on  civil  lib 
erties  in  the  Atomic  Age  included  Prof.  Laur 
ence  Sears  of  Mills  College;  George  Olshausen 
civil  liberties  lawyer;  Dr.  Louis  Strait,  Univ 
of  Calif.  Bio-Physicist;  and  Philip  O:  Solon 
leader  in  American  Legion  and  VFW  affairs 
Sunday's  Men  &  Issues  provides  an  oppor- 
tunity for  the  penetrating  interviews  Robert 
Schutz  carries  on  with  persons  of  prominence. 
On  this  series  KPFA  has  presented  S.  H. 
Agarwal,  Indian  College  President;  Richard 
Campbell,  founder  of  the  Salzburg  Seminar; 


a  Philippine  senator,  a  Netherlands  Consul, 
an  Indonesian  UN  delegate,  and  a  prominent 
American  pacifist. 

Occasionally  special  programs  arise  almost 
spontaneously  out  of  the  day's  news— and  if 
they  are  properly  conceived  and  conducted, 
they  can  make  a  major  contribution  to  the 
community.  Such  an  occasion  arose  on  Wed- 
nesday, June  22,  the  day  following  a  heated 
meeting  of  the  Berkeley  City  Council  on  the 
Alameda  County  Flood  Control  Bill.  Before 
the  KPFA  microphones  and  with  the  assis- 
tance of  KPFA's  manager,  Lewis  Hill,  four 
parties  to  the  dispute  discussed  the  back- 
ground and  principal  issues  of  the  disagree- 
ment. All  parties  to  the  discussion  were  en- 
thusiastic over  the  broadcast  because  they 
felt  it  not  only  aided  community  understand- 
ing, but  also  revealed  a  basis  for  agreement 
between  the  City  of  Berkeley  and  the  county 
government  which  had  not  previously  been 
known  to  either.
